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RECCRD TOTAL FOR AUGUST 


The record number of 2,295,100 wage end selery carncrs in civil cmploynent 
(exclusive of wage carncrs in rural industry and fcmalcs cngaged in private 
donestic scrvicc), was rcachcd in August, 1947, seys the Commonwealth 
Statistician (Dr. Roland Wilson). Of this total 1,728,100 were working for 
privatc cmploycrs, whilc 567,000 were cmploycd by various Governncntal 
Luthoritics, State and SemisGovernnental Luthoritics employed the grcatcr 
nunber of Governncnt workcrs, namcly 349,00C, comprising 298,500 malcs and 
50,500 femalcs, and including 132,0CC railwey workcrs. Commonwcelth 
Government employccs numbered 159,200 of whom 57,700 werc postal cmployccs. 
rractically all the remaining 58,8°C persons were cmoplcycd by local 
government authoritics,.

All statcs cxccpt “Icstcrn Austrelia and Tasmanic sharcd in thc risc of 
9,0CO during August, In Westcrn Australia the level wes unaltered; in 
Tasmenia therc was ec fall of 19C. Male employncnt lcvels rosc in New South 
Walcs, Victoria, Quccnslend, and Tasmania, rcemeincd stationary in South 
justralia, and fcll by 200 in YWestcrn Australias Female employment dropped 
by 2CO in Victorie and 30¢G in Tasmania but rose in ell ether Statcs. Execpt 
HOneaarise of N0C in the femelics empleyce an the Australien Capital Territory, 
the tcrritorics' (41.C.T. end N.T.) figures remained unchenged. 


INCRELSES IN INDUSTRIAL GROUPS 


Of the 1,668,000 males in emplcymcnt, 6C3,60C wcrc working in factorics, 
ean increase of 5,0°0¢ on July figures. Out of a total of 627,100, 202,200 
femalcs were working in factories, cr 200 more than in July, Building and 
Construction cmployed 158,500 males, compercd with 155,050 for July.» 117,360 
males and 104,400 females were cngagcd in Retail Tredc, represcnting increcasce 
of 300 and 200 respectively, In Rail and fir Transport opcrations 94,10C malcs 
and 7,400 fcnalcs were employcd, compurcd with 93,8CC and 7,300, respectively, 
in July, Thc only industrial groups for which dccrcascs were rccordcd werc 
Shipping ,and Stcvcdoring and Public Authority Activity (othcr than Transport, 
Conmunication, Building, ctc.), while there was 2 slight fall off in male 
employment in Mining, and the number of fcmalcs cmploycd in Banking and 
Insurance was also slightly bclow the July Icvcl,. 


FACTORY EMPLOYMENT = 805.809 PERSONS 


Of the 305,800 factory cmployecs, 270,790 nalcs and 26,300 fcmelcsy, a 
total of 305,000, were cngagcd in the fabrication cr trcatncnt of mctals, 
machinery, vehiclcs, cte., while clothing workcrs numbered 104,900 (27,700 
melcs and 77,200 femalcs) end workcrs in thc food, drink, and tobacco 
industry werc 107,060 (80,400 males and 27,400 fcnalcs). Most manufacturing 
industrics sharcd in the gcencral risc in cnployncnt. The only rcduction 
oceurrcd in textile and knitted goods factorics, whcre cmployment fcll from 
60,500 in July to 60,300 in August. 
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
